| had my doubts about Spicy Tales when |

| foresaw were bad wilting, bad art, and 
bad comics. What the book delivers, 
though, Is some pretty well-constructed 
mystery storles with a lot of wit and humor 
and Just enough spiciness to make these In- 
teresting perlod pleces--"naughty" but far 
from sleazy. 


Dan Turner, Hollywood Detective Is my fa- 
vorite of the bunch; It's a well-constructed 
mystery story by Robert Leslie Bellem and 
Adolphe Barreaux that can hold its own with 
any of the better done mystery comics 
from any company. If you want a story that 
plays up the ‘spicy" aspect of fhe book, 


then you'll probably enjoy Sally the Sleuth a 


bit more--thls ls a character who spends an 
Inordinate amount of time In skimpy lingerle, 
which Is Just what the publishers wanted. 


There's a real naive Innocence to these 
comics; while the storles give you a lot of 
underwear shots and a few bound 
damsels In distress, none of It seems any 
more sleazy than an Indiana Jones adven- 
ture. 


One thing you should be aware of; artistl- 
cally, these stories are crafstmanlike at best, 
and the style Is pretty generic. But If you 
want to see what passed for “spicy* forty or 
fifty years ago, then give thls comic a try. 
There are some companion volumes 
planned from Eternity as well; you might 
want to check them out, also. 


As | said, | suspect the Tofal Eclipse tie-in will 
bring far more people to read The 
Seraphim Objective than ever read The 
Liberty Project. \ hope so, because Eclipse 
does have plans to bring fhe comic back 
In another form in 1989, and maybe this time 
it will get the readership it deserves, 


Dr. Fate has been one of my favorite DC 
heroes since his first appearances with the 
Justice Society in the JLA-JSA crossovers. 
He's an ominous, mysterious character, and 
I've always suspected he could out-magic 
any other mystical character in existence. 


Unfortunately, he's been pigeonholed in 
that ominous, somber mystical figure role for 
so long that he had become pretty stereo- 
typed. His adventures were offen too 
heavy, too oppressive, too cosmic, and 
too bogged down with serlousness and so- 
briety to be-entertaining. Maybe It’s Just me, 
but | have areal problem with this heavy 
mood aspect of most mystical comics. 


It looks like JM. DeMattels and Shawn Mc- 

Manus are trying to avoid going too far with 

this mood In the new Dr. Fate series from 

DC, and I'm very glad. Oh, the magle and 

the mood Is there, but at least there's a little 
variety there along with It. DeMatteis has 
proven that he can tell both heavy, serlous 
storles and light-hearted adventures in his 
writing, and he seems to be going for at 
least a slight touch of the light-heartsd to 
spice up the Dr. Fate storyline. Shawn Mc- 
Manus Is an artist who is equally adept at 
both moods, so he's a very good choice 
for the Dr. Fate serles. 


If you've been as bored as | have by most 
of the maglc-comics published for the past 
few years, then give Dr. Fate a try--It trles 
something different, and that deserves 
some support. It also happens to be enter- 
taining, and that may keep you coming 
back for more after you've read the first 
Issue.

UPCOMING COMICS QUICKLIS 


The Upcoming Comics listing of scheduled titles and 
the dates that they should arrive in comics shops 
across the country. That doesn't mean that the books 
will always be in your shop on the date listed: some 
publishers ship from different parts of the country, and 
the farther away the publisher is from your local comic 
shop, the longer it will take the books to get to you. 
Publishers are sometimes forced to reschedule titles, 
and that might result In some date changes on some 
releases. 

Each entry presents the title and number of the 
book, followed by the release date; if a title doesn't 
have a scheduled release date (some publishers mere- 
ly Say that their books will ship in October without giv- 
ing a date), we don't give you a date. After that is the 
Publisher of the comic and the price. If a book you're 
looking for Is on the index and doesn't arrive In a week 
or two after the date, be sure to ask the friendly folks 
at your comics shop; they may be able to update you 
on schedule changes that have affected that book. 

Hang on to this list! It presents the titles that are 
supposed to ship during the next three weeks. The 
first CSN each month lists every title scheduled to 
ship to ship that month.
